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POLITICS AND THE MONEY MARKET. 
Ar the present moment there is nothing to say on the money 
market which is not political. The market is so affected by 
two causes of suspense that almost nothing is done which can 
be helped. And it is important to observe the difference 
between those causes, The war between France and 
Germany suspends the trade of the continent even more 
than ours, and sends money here for safe custody, since in 
France no one can be sure of safety. But the Russian difli- 
culty suspends our trade as much as the war, for it is 
thought that if there be a new war we shall be belli- 
/gerents in it, and it has no tendency to send money 
here. It does not create alarm among any people who have 
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money to send, still less does it at all cause any belief in the 
particular stability of England. The new cause of alarm is, | 
therefore, far worse than that from which we have besn | 
suffering so long. The war between France and Germany | 
brought us some good through the midst of more evil: a | 
possible quarrel between ourselves and Russia does us as a} 
commercial nation no good in any way, and the mere idea: of 
it does us great harm. 


And we fear that these causes of uncertainty which now 
absorb the money market will more or less continue to act bn | 
it fora long time. Russia is not likely at once to recede 
from the position she rashly assumed. As yet, indeed, she 
has committed no act which any other Power could rightly or 
wisely treat as a casus belli; she has not broken any article 
of the Treaty of 1856; she has only said that she thinks she 
ought not now to be bound by certain parts of it, and that 
perhaps she will or may break those parts. Bat till she has 
broken them we may wait if we choose ; and it would be 
right in us to wait. Nothing could be more absurd either for 
Russia or for England than to go to war on a misconception. 
We are quite ready to consider whether the Treaty of 1856! 
ought not to be modified, and Russia only asks that it should 
be modified. Some pacific solution must be possible when | 
there is no irreconcileable gulf between the antagonisis. 
But we fear that the discovery of this solution will take tinse. 
Diplomacy is never quick ; and a question like this, which dges | 
noi of itself come to an issue, may be the subject of a corye- | 
spondence lingering over months. Even the pleadings of a | 
Chancery suit are not more tiresome than such despatches, | 
and it is not much more easy to predict the end of one than | 
of the other. 

As to the second and now minor—though on account of its| 
magnitude it is most strange that it should be a minor—cayse | 
of monetary disturbance, the French and German war, it Has | 
begun a quite new phase, and it is more difficult than ever 
to see whether it willend. Till now a burden has been put | 
upon Paris which it never expected to bear, which it ought | 
not to be asked to bear, and which it was unequal to bear. | 
Paris was expected not only to deliver itself, but France too. 
General Trochu was said to be about to break out, and then | 
to raise the siege of Paris and to deliver France. And this | 
we have often shown to be impossible. An army so rushing | 
out would even, if it succeeded, be only like an animal break- | | 
ing cover; the hostile armies would soon hunt it down, 1 
unless it had good auxiliaries, or near shelter to fly | 
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to. But now the case is reversed. The provinces | 
are not leaving Paris to itself, they are doing their part ; they | 
have raised large forces, which are coming to its relief. Nor, 


apparently, can the Germans quicken the decision by a coyp | 
de main. They cannot take Paris by assault; and, either | | 
from the want of power in their guns or the great power of | 
their moral scruples, they do not bombard it. Even if Paris 
now fal! the war might not be over, for there would still be | 
armies, and those of considerable efficiency, remembering that | 
they are fighting in their own country to resist Prussia, And 
according to the best observers, even if Paris ever fall, it will 
not fall for some weeks yet. 

Probably, therefore, the present causes of disturbance will 
for some time continue to impede the money market. The 
only hopeful feature is that in one respect the two causas | 
counteract each other. So long as France resists as now, | 
Russia’can bave no hope from Prussia or Count Bismarck, | 
They have their hands quite full, and more than full, already, 
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THE METROPOLITAN SCHOOL BOARD AS A 
CONSTITUTIONAL EXPERIMENT. 
| We do not wonder at the interest felt in the elections to the 
|! Metropolitan School Board, an interest which increases the 
|| higher we rise in the political hierarchy, The Ministry are 
'} said to be watching them as they might watch a general 
{| election, and with even more of purely intellectual interest, 
|| and it is not difficult to discover the reason. The Govern- 
|| ment is trying, under singularly favouable circumstances, a 
‘| constitutional experiment, the result of which will probably 
|| affect not only our legislation, but our political procedure for 
| many years. Everybody who cares about politics at all knows 
\| that the successful and indeed the peaceful development of 
| the Haglish system of government and administration depends 
| mainly upon the kind of representative whom large and com- 
i 








paratively unorganised bodies of Englishmen will select to in- 
terpret their will. The representatives of the people, whom 
| we, from old habit, call the ‘‘Commonrs,” have now visibly at- 
| tained to sovereignty—they are the counselled instead of the 
| counsellors, and upon their exercise of their irresistible power 
| the entire future of this ancient kingdom depends, Just at 
the moment when this has become clear, when even the 
theory of the existence of co-ordinate powers has been 
1 ; when the Lords pass a measure they 
disapprove avowedly because the Commons must rule, 
i it has become evident that the mode of electing those 
' representatives must be modified, that each man will and 
|| must’ be chosen by a mass of electors without any con- 
tinuous cohesion other than their position as British subjects. 
| The present distribution of electoral power, based partly on 
| history and partly on accident, cannot long be maintained ; 
and even if we escape universal suffrage, which is much more 
doubtful than some good people think, we certainly shall not 
|escape ‘equal electoral districts.” In other word-, each 
| representative will, in no remote future, be eiected by very 
Ee numbers of people, not bound together as 


"hitherto by any historic or customary connection, The 
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action of a mass of that kind becomes, therefore, matter of 
the highest interest, and as it chances this school election will 
probably afford us some valuable data. No English political 
district could be quite so inorganic as a London School Board 
voting district. Except in the City and Westminster, the 
limits of such district are absolutely created by the law. 
Scarcely one of the districts isa year old, not one is older 
than the first Reform Bill. Not one has the slightest pre- 
tension to a separate life, or has inhabitants interested in it 
as citizens are interested in their city, or provides any common 
nexus for its people. Asa rule, the voters do not even know 
one nother, and except through public meetings have abso- 
lutely no means of ascertaining each other's sentiments. 
Owing to circumstances which it would take volumes to 
describe, they have absolutely no “natural leaders,” and 
| owing to accident, have most insufficient means of studying 
| the characters, ideas, and capacities of the candidates they are 
to select. Marylebone, for instance, with Hampstead thrown 
into it as if in careless play by the Act, is an electoral dis- 
trict and nothing else, with no one attribute either of a city 
| or borough or other congregation of persons usual in civilised 
countries, 





The electors of this district, exc ssively numerous and quite 
| unorganised, are required to elect seven persons to represent 
|them on the Metropolitan School Board, or, as Mr Forster 
calls it, the Educational Parliament of London—that is to say, 
are sequired to elect people to act for them on a subject on 
which they are acutely interested without any of the ordinary 
| aids and guidances, In an election for Parliament, the electors 
, usually have certain helps. In a broad, rough way they know 
| whai they want. There are old members to be supported, 
or opposed, or warned. Something is known of new candi- 
dates. Men trusted by the constituency make speeches about 
them ; their political past is discussed ; their social status 
is inquired into; or, at the very worst, there are the old 
deeply-graven party lines for guides. If the candidate is only 
John Smith, at least he calls himself Radical or Tory, and 
those two words mean much, contain at least half of what 
the elector wants to know. But in this election for the 
School Board the majority of electors have very imper- 
fect ideas of whit they want, except that they do 
not, want the Bible to be formally excluded from the 
| schpols, and people of the most different ideas are 
issuing very nearly the same addresses. There are no graven 
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party lines. The candidates are not old members, and are, as 
a rule, not thoroughly known to the majority of the electors, 
The people will have to make their selection rather in obe. 
dience to an instinct than to any producible reason for their 
choice, which, again, will most certainly not be affected by any 
corrupt influences. There can be no bribery, no treating, and 
no appeal to mere popular passion. At the same time there 
can be no doubt that the election deeply interests great num. 
bers of persons, and particularly of educated persons; the 
vote will be a very heavy one, and if, under those circum. 
stances, the right persons will be returned, much of the dread || 
felt about “equal electoral districts” —that is, about the |} 
power of disconnected and inorganic masses of eleviors to |/ 
choose a fitting representative—will necessarily disappear, 
Every circumstance in which a Parliamentary election differs 
from this election is in favour of the former. 


This, however, is not all. It is quite evident, cand 
without Mr Forster’s admissions at the Birkbeck Institute on 
Wednesday night, that the Cabinet, speculating about this 
electicn, have resolved to make, through it, some very im. | 
portant constitutional experiments. Suppose we see whether: 
London—this province covered with houses—really ean elect a ||, 
competent Parliament for itself. If so, why should it not govern | 
itself, to our immense relief? If not, we can try some other-| 
plan, and education will be only a little postponed. -Actual |’’ 
London for the first time in its history is to be made conter- 
minous with nominal London, is to be a city with a Board 
which in one department will have authority over its whole | 
population. Then, again, let us try this ballot which every- |/ 
body wants, and see how secret voting really does work. Will ‘ 
it give us nobodies or somebodies, known people or 
“dark horses,” people who are opposed to the 
apparently popular idea, or people who adhere to that idea? 
Extreme precautions have been taken to ensure a real ballot, 
and we venture to say that if the ballot succeeds, that is, if 
the elections are very orderly, and appear to result in the 
election of good men, that mode of selecting members will 
next Session be law, and that if any contretemps occurs that | 
measure has still very great difficulties before it. And finally, 
“ why should we not try cumulative voting, which interests the 
“‘ philosophers so much, once for alton a good big scale, and see 
“ what it is worth, whether it will enable important minorities 
“ to get themselves elected ?” Mr Forster half demurred at this, 
as treating his pet Parliament as too much of a corpus vile ; 
but he, like everybody else, has political curiosity, and he gave-| 
way, and London has on Tuesday this strange political problem | 
to work out. Will a miscellaneous but highly interested | 
crowd of electors, choosing in absolute independence, by a new | 
method of voting, representatives to perform a perfectly new 
task, select the right men? We own to an impression, de- 
rived from a careful consideration of the lists, that they will ; 
but if they do it will be the most extraordinary triumph of 
the popular principle ever recorded in the history of English 
elections, and one worthy both of careful study and of per- 
manent record. It will prove for one thing, that independent 
voting—voting without bribes, or treating, or intimidation—is 
likely to produce a better result than voting subject to all or 
any of those illegitimate influences, 

The instant the Board elected in this novel manner has 
assembled, it will have to perform two of the most im- 
portant acts of its career—the election of a Chairman, and the 
settlement of its mode of transacting business. We trust and 
believe the latter will be determined by the appointment of 
standing sub-committees, divided according to subject and not 
according to geography; as otherwise the Board will always 
have all its business brought before it in a crude shape; but 
upon the latter everything will depend. There never, 
perhaps, was a Board in England, except the Metropo- 
litan Board of Works, which stood so much in need 
of a competent Chairman, and, as they will shortly find. 
of a Vice-Chairman too, We question whether many, oF 
any, of the candidates have the faintest idea of the 
mass of business which will pour upon this Board, of the 
quantity of daily, hourly work which the educational superin- | 
tendence of three millions and a-half of self-willed English 
people will involve. The correspondence of the Bishop of | 
London will be light compared with that of the Chairman of |! 
the School Board, for although everybody thinks he knows | 
something of parochial work, everybody actually does know | 
something of the way he wishes his children to be educated, | 
and has a direct interest in giving his thoughts expres 
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sion. The Board will have to maintain relations with Parlia- 
ment, with the clergy, with its constituents, with the rate- 
payers, and with the country, and each relation will 
involve never-ceasing business and worry. It has, besides all 
ordinary business of a Board, to try the immensely delicate 
and difficult experiment of compulsion, and may, in conse- 
quence, probably will, have to face a great amount of obloquy, 
and even of resistance. Coherence and dignity under such 
circumstances will be all important, and Boards, like represen- 
tative bodies, maintain coherence and dignity mainly through 
the leaders charged by them with their Executive powers, 
This has been clearly perceived by the framers of the 
Bill, who have wisely enabled the Board to choose any 
Chairman they like out of the entire kingdom, and 
have enabled them to pay him any salary they 
please, though hinting in the first draught of the Bill 
that 2,000/ a-year would be the most fitting amount. We 
presume, however, that the Board, though it can choose 
outside its own limits, will prefer to select some one of the 
elected representatives, and we observe a rumour that Lord 

Lawrence, the late Viceroy of India, whose election is nearly 
i) certain, might be induced to accept the office. That report, 
{| though it derives some strength from a remark made by 
Mr Forster in his speech of Wednesday, is, we fear, too good 
to be true. A Peer who had organised vast schemes of edu- 
cation among men of a hundred different creeds, who 
would link the Board directly with Parliament, and who 
would give it the social prestige which in England is so 
valuable, would be too completely the right man in the 
right place for us to hope for such a stroke of fortune; but 
the Beard will have other men among whom to choose, and 
will, with the instinct of Boards, probably select the most 
competent. At all events, it is on him that the mass of 
work will fall, and it will be an object of high political 
curiosity to notice the kind of man whom an election so 
novel, so vast, and so unconditioned, ultimately raises to the 
direction of the educational business of this overgrown Metro- 
polis, If the Board is a good one, and the Chairman the 
right man, we shall all, of all parties, have learned a valuable 
political lesson. 
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DEPRESSION OF THE INDIAN EXCHANGES AND THE 
SMALLER PROFITS OF THE INDIA BANKS. 
Ar the half-vearly meeting of the “Chartered Mercantile 
“ Bank of India, London, and China,” held a few days ago, 
Mr Nicol, the Chairman, in refering to the balance sheet, 
said :—“‘ The shareholders would regret the unsatisfactory 
“ amount of profit for the past six months. It was almost 
“ unnecessary to enter into the causes of this, for many of the 
“gentlemen present, connected with the India and China 
“ trade, would be fully aware that the past six months had 
“been most unfavourable to India Banking. During an 
“ experience of many years he had never known a period of 
“ such difficulty and embarrassment, owing to the enormous 
“ decline of the Eastern Exchanges. In some cases the opera- 
“tions of the Bank had been carried on at a loss 
“There had been great disorganisation in, and an unsatis- 
“ factory state of, the Cotton Trade ever since the American 
“War. With occasional exceptions, Cotton has been declining 
“ for some years past. The prices of Cotton and other Indian 
“ products had now reached a point which enables the Bank 
“ to conduct business on a safer and sounder basis.” ai 
As regards the decline in the Calcutta rate on Great Britain, 
the September circular of Norman Brothers, of that port, 
enables us to give the average rate for the four months May- 
August, 1870, as 23,4; for 1869, as 23}3d; and for 
1868, as 237,d. We have not at hand similar figures for 
Bombay, but we belicve they would present a more decided 
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The India Banks, in their dealings in Exchange, of course, 
make their profit out of the difference between the price or 
rate at which they buy Bills on Europe (chiefly Great Britain) 
and the price or rate at what they sell their own Drafts 
on their own head offices or correspondents. If, for 
example, good Document or Oredit Bills can be bought 
at (say) 233d, the Bank ought to be able to sell its own 

ts at a profit of between 2 and 4 per cent.—that is 
to say at 23d or 224d. In other words, the Bank ought to 
sell its own rupees for (say) 234d, and buy them back again 
for 28d or 223d. Mr Nicol says, with perfect truth, that for 
some time past the Indian Banks have not been able to com- 
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mand these margins of profit; and hence the unsatisfactory 
nature of their profit and loss results. But the falling away 
of the usual margin can only be ultimately attributable to 
some combination of three causes, namely—(1) a decline in 
the number and amount of mercantile bills offering to the 
Banks ; or (2) a decline in the demand of the public for the 
Drafts of the Banks; or (3) the establishment of a larger 
number of Banks’ in a stationary trade; or the employment 
by the Banks of larger amounts of capital in their Exchange 
business, and so the creation among themselves of a keener 
competition in the purchase of bills from the merchants and 
the sale of drafts to the public. ‘ 


We believe tat the first and third of these causes have beer: 
most powerful in bringing about the present state of things. For 
the last year or two, the rapid decline in the price of Cotton 
has occasioned a most marked fall in the value of the Exports 
from India, and, therefore, in the number and amount of 
mercantile bills to be drawn against them. From the Circular 
already quoted we obtain the following figures, showing fo 
three periods of three years the average total Imports an 
Exports from India, as a whole :—

We find here that during the American War period, 1864-5, 
the average Exports from India were 664 millions sterling ; 
and that for the period 1868-70, the fall had been nearly 
25 per cent., or to 514 millions. Here, therefore,—supposing 
the number of Banks to have remained the same and the 
amount of capital employed by them in exchange businese not 
to have been diminished—we have an obvious explanation of 
many of the phenomena of which Mr Nicol complains. 


Now, it is pretty well known that of late years the compe-~ 
tition among Indian Banks, British and Foreign, for Ex- 
change transactions has been increasingly vigorous. One or 
two institutions have carried into this particular pursuit an 
amount of ready capital and a spirit of enterprise which in 4 
limited field and in a falling market has told powerfully in 
favour of the exporters of goods, and unfavourably for the 
shareholders in the Indian Banks. The result is what we 
see and hear, and it is probable that the corner is on the 
point of being turned. The more prudent and solid of the 
Banks will stand aside until the natural margin of profit car 
be again obtained. The most eager competitors for 
mercantile bills have, of course, found themselves possessed 
of no small part of the bills drawn against Cotton, 
at prices for which no equivalent could be had at Liverpool 
under the recent circumstances of the trade—and thesy 
insufficiently protected bills have also, of course, entailed severe 
losses. The Banks, therefore, as a whole—there are a few 
exceptions—have suffered from two causes—first, they have 
accepted an inadequate margin between the buying and selling 
price of bills on India; and second, they have lost money by 
bad realisations in Europe. There is reason to believe thay 
the natural effect of these proceedings has already beguy | 
to operate decisively. A continuance of the folly could only | 
foster overtrading and encourage the career of mea as desti+ | 
tute of discretion as of capital. 

Turning to the more general bearing of the facts, it is | 
interesting to read, in the steady growth of the value of tha | 
Imports into India, and in the decline in the value of the | 
Exports from India, indications of the approach of a period—~ | 
perhaps not very distant—when the current of the precious |- 
metals, which from time immemorial has been from Europe tc 
India, will be reversed ; and India will supply to the West

| MR HUGHES ON THE SPENDING OF WEALTH. 
| Inthe interesting lecture delivered by Mr Thomas Hughes 
|| just before his return to England from his tour in the 
| United States, he made some remarks on the different policy 
‘| adopted by the very rich Americans and the very rich Eng- 
| lish in the use of their wealth, when it is once obtained, 
| which require at least some guarding before they can be 
|| fully accepted here. Mr Hughes observes that in England, 
| ditectly a man has made a considerable fortune, his object, 
| in} an aristocratic society like ours, not unnaturally is to 
_ fogind a family. For this purpose he must buy an estate 
‘| and make “a place,” must live after a fashion to which 
he} has been by no means used, and devote himself 
to. pursuits quite foreign to his tastes, in the hope 
of: getting into county society, which is very ex- 
clusive, and leaving to his son a recognised social 
position, with perhaps a baronetage or peerage to support 
it.' To this end the original fortune-maker must usually 
| make himself very miserable, sacrifice himself in fact to his 
children, and probably in his own person hardly succeed after 
all. <A great part of his wealth is sunk in land, a great part 
in the expenditure necessary to keep up the state of a Jarge 
| landed proprietor, and for great public objects he has very 
litele indeed left. The wealth, in short, goes to paving the 
way for his children from the society of the bourgeoisie to the 
so¢iety of the aristocracy,—a considerable part being sunk in 
agriculture, and in buying power over rural districts. In 
| democratic America, on the other hand, where the founding 
. of:a family is never heard of, and a man is well content to 
| leave moderate fortunes to his children, if he has any, the 
‘| great ambition of men of great wealth is to distinguish 
| themselves by some public benefaction for which the State or 
| Municipality will be grateful,—benefactions such as the 
building of the Cornell University, the founding of new hos- 
|| pitals, the gift of a great hall to any city for political or social 
}, meetings, and other munificence of the same kind. Mr 
' Hyghes vastly prefers this mode of spending great wealth to 
that which hoards it to sink in great estates, and believes the 
rich men of America get a great deal more real enjoyment 
out ‘of their gigantic fortunes than the rich men of 
England. 
We will not deny that it may be so, nor that the pleasure 
| of conferring a great boon on a Municipility or a State is a 
| higher class of pleasure than that which is derived from lift- 
_ ing your family a grade or twoin social rank. Only before we 
| agcept Mr Hughes’s teaching, let us remember that it is not 
| 8¢ easy for a man who has been accumulating wealth half his 
lixe to tell what would be a true boon to his Municipality 








than in founding a family, they must at least be sufficien 

educated and liberal minded to appreciate all the evils which 
charitable trusts are capable of causing, and we doubt if 
that is the case as yet in England, whatever it may be in 
America. No doubt a rich Londoner might very profitably have 
presented the new buildings of the Working Men’s College, 
in Great Ormond street, to the Oollege, as Mr H te 
suggests. But in all probability had a rich Loninee 
contemplated this sort of thing, he would have coupled with 
his present of the new buildings some sort of trust intended 
to perpetuate his memory that would have threatened far 
more harm than good to the College—some trust perhaps for 
teaching and examining in particular books which had re- 
commended themselves to his not very enlarged intelligence, 
which books might be obsolete or worse in another genera- 
tion. Undoubtedly, the educational revenues inherited from 
former generations have done more to lower the standard of 
English education for centuries back than any want of 
means. 


There is this to be said for the individual accumulation of 
wealth in a family intended for a good hereditary position— 
that if the plan succeeds, at least the wealth is sure not to be 
wasted ; it must be employed productively in the employment 
of labour, and is seldom employed to more advantage than 
under the supervision of a considerable capitalist and land- 
owner who is proud of his territorial position, and probably 
wishes his estate to be a model to the rest of the county. It 
is, no doubt, a humble use of wealth, but it is sound so far as 
it goes ; and, being always under individual management, the 
mode in which it will be best employed is modified naturally 
from one period to another with the growth of knowledge and 
the discoveries of science. But money devoted to public pur- 
poses is hardly ever employed, in the physical sense of the 
word, productively. It is almost always sunk in some 
addition to the moral and intellectual resources of life, which 
may be of far more importance than physical production, and 
may, no doubt (especially if well applied to education), indi- 
rectly increase vastly the resources of physical production, but 
which may also be productive of positive mischief morally 
and intellectually, and, if it is, must be a loss every way—a 
deduction from the resources of physical production, and an 
addition to the trammels on moral and intellectual progress. 
No doubt there are means of avoiding this. A rich man 
who gives only buildings for a great public purpose, without 
endowing them, leaves far more to the energy and wisdom of 
the immediate generation that uses the buildings, and there- 
fore is pretty certain not to do harm,—not to bind up the 
future with the shortsighted views of the present. But these 
are precisely the kind of distinctions which rich men who 
have made their fortunes in commerce too often fail to see. 
They are impressed with the wish to be great public bene- 
factors, and they interpret public benificence by their own 
very limited knowledge. They have felt in their early days 
perhaps the pinch of want and the need of a good education, 
and accordingly they provide a fund for the gratuitous 
bringing up and education of a certain number of the poor 
lads of their native village, of which the almost inevitable 
effect is that a number of people profit by it who had very fair 
means of educating well their own children if they had tried, 
and that the charity tempts into the school boys whose parents, 
as they get their children taught for nothing, value the teaching 
very little, and never insist on seeing that their children 
make the best use of their means. At all events, it is matter 
of fact that of the wealth devoted, by will, at all events, to 
public objects in England, a very large proportion has been 
worse than wasted, mischievously employed, and that even of 
that applied to public objects in the life-time of the founders, 
a considerable proportion has been misapplied for want of 
wisdom and foresight. 

We hold, therefore, that if Mr Hughes’s advice to mon 
who have made fortunes in commerce is to be followed, 







\ or State. As a matter of fact in times past, if not ! it should, at least, be followed only by those who are deeply 
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with the real danger of doing more mischief than 
by becoming founders of public institutions. For those 
who have not this enlargement of mind, it is perhaps just as well 
that the ambition which Mr Hughes not unreasonably regards 
as somewhat vulgar, should induce them to embark in invest- 
ments certainly of great use to the physical labour of the 
country, probably not morally injurious, though falling short 
of really high ends. As usual, the corruption of the higher 
ideal is worse than the corruption of the lower. To spend 
well on public objects is difficylt; to spend well on private 
objects comparatively easy.

BUSINESS NOTES. 





A New Mrxt.—A Parliamentary notice has been pub- 
lished of the intention of the Government to introduce a 
private Bill to enable them to acquire property and establish 
a new Mint at Whitefriars. The resolution is partly the re- 
sult of an expedition to the continental mints undertaken this 
year by the Deputy-Master and his scientific colleagues, 

of which able reports have just been made to the Treasury. 
The issue of that expedition is an elaborate comparison of the 
processes of coining which have been in use here with those 
employed abroad, and of the requisite machinery; and a 
recommendation of most important changes. To remedy 
all the defects discovered and enable Government to make use 
of the latest machinery, a new building becomes necessary, 
and the result in the end should be a very considerable economy, 
especially as the site of the old Mint to be disposed of is very 
valuable. It appears that the expedition which yields these 
fruits will only cost the country 500/, and apart from this, 
we cannot but notice that the projected reforms are highly 
creditable to the new staff of the Mint. When the Master- 
ship was absorbed by the Chancellor of the Exchequer, the 
Treasury seemed to have made a rather bold experiment. The 
appointment of an unscientific Deputy-Master had been justi- 
fied a short time before by the assertion that the Master 
would be a scientific man; but by the proceeding of the 
new Government, the unscientific man was virtually put at the 
top. It would appear, however, that the new theory of the 
office is well founded,--that the chief authority at the Mint 
being a man of business, the affairs are better managed than 
by the contrary arrangement of having a scientific authority 
instead, and that the business man can, in fact, employ the 
technical skill necessary and use it to the best purpose. We 
shall await with some interest the development of the new 
Mint arrangements. 


War Risxs at Lrioyps.—Last week and the present 
there have been a good many transactions in war risks on 
aceount of the possible danger of a Russian war. The pre- 
miums are from 5s upwards, 10s being taken on sailing ships 
from the East, and Russian ships are hardly insurable against 
war contingencies at all. The contingency of a war is thus 
estimated very highly, but the estimated risk on Eng- 
lish ships is not considered very great. As to any 
apprehension of Russo-American Alabamas, the notion 
is that there will be no immediate danger of their ap- 
pearance at the outbreak of a war, as they must take some 
time to prepare ; and that if they do appear, the danger of 
their depredations cannot be so formidable to our mercan- 
tile mavy as it was to the American, We have a large 
steam fleet, moving in narrow seas and on well-defined routes 
which can be easily patrolled by our cruisers, and we 
have many ports and stations all over the world, which the 
United States had not. It would also remain to be seen 
whether the American Government would really act on 
motives of revenge, and be guilty not of negligence, but of 
connivance; or would not rather make a point of showing 
that the standard of neutrality they set up is really one 
which could be kept. There are many reasons for believing 
that the latter course would be taken by the United States 
Government, and have the support of the most powerful 
interests in the Union. America would have very much to 
gain by an English war in which she did not entangle 
herself.

Tue DEBENTURES OF THE ImpeRTAL Lanp COMPANY 
or Marsrriires.—In the liquidation of this company, Vive- 
Chancellor Malins has just decided a question affecting ;he | 
interests of the debenture holders, whose aggregate claims | 
are stated to amount to about 400,000/. The official ligui- | 
dator resisted the admission of such claims to proof, on the 
ground that the debentures had been originally delivered to | 
Mr Masterman in payment for land bought from him'by || 
the company at Marseilles; that the dealings of Mr Mastzr- || 
man with the company were tainted with fraud, he havjng | 
himself purchased the land shortly before the sale to the || 
company at a price far below that at which he sold it; dnd || 
that the present holders of the debentures only took thpm || 
subject to the equity thus arising between Mr Masterman | 
and the company. The Vice-Chancellor, however, has || 
decided against the official liquidator. The “ debenture | 
“bonds” so called were in reality promissory notes ‘to || 
bearer, payable six years from their issue, which the company | 
were authorised to issue; and such being the case, fhe || 
holders could not be responsible for any action of thyse || 
through whose hands they had come. Even as bonds, they | 
were representations by the company to ali the world that they || 
would be paid to bearer, and the company must be bound. Klis || 
Lordship also decided that there was no difference in the case || 
of those who bought debentures subsequent to the winding.up |, 
from that of purchasers previous to it—the former having || 
purchased without actual notice of the resolution to wind gp. 
The debenture holders are, therefore, admitted to prove for || 
the full value of their debentures. The decision confirjas | 
the negotiability of debentures payable to bearer ; but it njay 
be doubted whether the law is, therefore, to be considered 
settled, the contradictory opinions of the judges on this ques- 
tion being most flagrant. The Vice-Chancellor has taken 
the common-sense view, but we should not be so sure of a 
judge who was disposed to. follow closely the technicalities of 
the law and not the equity of the case. 
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Tae Accounts or THE AnGto-InpIAN Banxs,—TFhe 
report of the Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, lately pub- 
lished, announces a change in the date of making up the hali- | 
yearly accounts, which is of some interest to the shareholders 
of Anglo-Indian banks. Hitherto the Chartered Mercantile 
has not made up its accounts till the fifth month after the | 
close of the half-year, and in consequence there has been a | 
good deat of inconvenience. To prevent angoyance to the) 
shareholders they have deen paid a dividend in anticipation |

of the closing of the accounts, but this practice has in turn | 
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becn necessary to inform shareholders that the interim 
| dividend paid them is in excess of what has been earned, and 
| this is a danger which in times of difficulty it would not be 
‘easy to avoid. To remedy matters the directors of the bank 
| now intimate that the accounts will be presented a month 
‘earlier—viz., in April and October instead of May and 
November, so that a dividend can then be paid on the closed 
accounts. The change is in the right direction, but we may 
suggest that it might with advantage be carried further by 
other Indian banks as well as the Ohartered Mercantile. 
Even the fourth month is an unnecessarily long date after the 
close of the half-year for making up the accounts. The ac- 
counts from the distant stations of these banks—even from 
Hankow, in China—may be received at latest within 50 or 60 
days of the elose of the balf-year, and as full information will 
have been received previously during the currency of the half- 
year, there ought to be very little work for the accountants 
| when the last balance-sheets come home. It would thus be 
no impossible work to present accounts in the third month 
_ after the close of the half-year—that is, in March and September 
instead of April and October, and the advantage to the share- 
| holders would be so great that it is worth the attempt. They 
would get their dividends earlier, and a good deal of irregular 
speculation, based upon rumours as to the coming dividends 
which come out during the time the accounts are in suspense, 
would be put a stop to.

Borromry Bonps.—The Court of Queen’s Bench, in the 
case of Smith v. the London and County Bank, has decided in 
favour of the bank in a question as to the effect of their pay- 
ment of a bottomry bond under an agreement between them 
and the original owner and mortgagee of a ship. The plaintiff in 
the case was the mortgagee, and his dispute with the bank arose 
consequent on an advance by it to the original owner, which 
they made in consideration of the plaintiff's waiving his legal 
right to them—they agreeing to pay over to him the net 

_ proceeds of a sale of the ship up to 3,000/, the amount of his 
| mortgage. Subsequently the bank obtained a lien upon the 
' freight as well as the ship. ‘The voyage was unsuccessful, the 
freight was absorbed by other disbursements, and in the 
meantime a bottomry bond was given for 830/ of expenses 
which the bank paid for the benefit of alleoncerned. Ultimately 
the ship wasscld for2,470/, and the bank in afterwards accounting 
, for the proceeds to the plaintiff deducted the 830/ paid for ex- 
penses, to which the plaintiff objected on the ground that the 
money had really been paid by the bank to enable the ship to 
earn its freight. It is in these circumstances that the Court 
hzs decided in favour of the bank. The Lord Chief Justice 
remarked that if the transaction with the bank had not 
oceurred, the plaintiff would have had to pay the bottomry 
bond to get the benefit of the ship, and as the bank had paid 
for the benefit of all concerned, and the plaintiff benefited by 
| their proceedings, they were entitled to deduct what they had 
paid. 


InsoLvent AGENtTs.—The Court of Common Pleas, in the 
case of Mc Call v. the Australian Meat Company, in which a 
| verdict had been given for the plaintiff for 1,250/ for wrongful 

dismissal, and 500/ for commission as agent, has decided that 

ths insolvenev of an agent, on which ground the defendants 

moved to set aside the verdict, is not a sufficient reason for 

dismissal. Baron Bramwell said “it might be very incon- 

‘venient to have a man in insolvent circumstances receiving 

‘moneys and transacting business on behalf of some one else, 
| “and he might not be a very desirable person for an agent ; 
| “and the same might be said of a man who had come into a 
| “fortune of 100,000/ a year, as he would probably cease to 
i “:care about earning his commission, yet in neither case 
\,* could it be said that such a state of things determined the 
|“ man’s employment as agent. If people intended that in- 
|| "solvency should put an end to an agreement for services to 
||“ be rendered, they should say so in so many words.” We 
| are Dut disposed to question the judgment because contracts 
| Shouldalways be specific, and when the law is clearly laid 
Gown. péyple who make such contracts will know how to pro- 
1 tect themslves, But the case, it must be admitted, is one of 
| great hardship for the defendants. The agreement with the 
| plaintiff was fur a very comprehensive kind of agency—that 
| they should consign all their preserved meat to him fora term 
Woh years, pay him 5 per cent. commission on sales, and he 
‘Jshould find clerks and storage. Not only would there be 
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« inconvenience ” in the agent under such an agreement 
coming insolvent, but there would be a deficiency in his ability 
to perform his engagements. It would only be an equitable 
understanding in such agreements, in fact, that they are made 
with insolvent persons, that the agent should do nothing to 
incapacitate him from satisfying the usual conditions of such 
business ; but the Court having decided that the point must 
be specified, nothing will be easier in future than for all 
parties to protect themselves. 


Arcuirect’s Pxians.—The question of the right of 
architects to retain possession of the plans of buildings on 
which they have beem employed, after their employment has 
ceased and they have been paid for their work—a question 
which gave rise to so much discussion about a year ago in 
relation to the plans of the Houses of Parliament—has been 
decided lately in the Court of Common Pleas, The case— 
Ebdy v. McGowan—was on all fours with that of the 
architect of Westminster Palace, who refused to give up to 
Mr Ayrton the plans in his possession for which he had been 
paid. The plaintiff, an architect, had been employed by the 
defendant, a clergymen at Holmesdale, to prepare plans for 
erecting a church and a viearage house—the terms of pay- 
ment being 5 per cent. on the money expended if the works 
were executed, 3 per cent. on the estimated cost if tenders 
were received and the work not commenced, and 2} per cent, 
if the plans only were drawn. The plans were prepared, but 
the defendant did not wish to proceed, and offered to pay the 
plaintiff, who sent in his bill but declined on being asked to 
do so to give up the plans, alleging the usage of the profession 
which allowed him to retain them. Hence the present litiga- 
tion. The judgment of the Court, as might have been ex- 
pected, is quite against the validity of the custom. The 
Lord Chief Baron held that whether there was such a custom 
or not, it could not be considered a reasonable one, so as to 
be treated by implication as part of the contract. To enable 
an architect to retain the plans for which he is paid, he must 
make an express stipulation. Baron Bramwell gave an opinion to 
the same effect, and held, moreover, that there was no sufficient 
proof of the usage set up. It should be proved to be one 
well known to prevail. The other Judge—Baron Pigott— 
concurred in the judgment, which has thus been unanimous 
and emphatic on the part of the Court. The question, of 
course, may be carried to a higher Court on appeal, but we 
should think this very doubtful after so emphatic a decision. 
It is one which ought not to have been raised. After all, 
the retention or non-retention of plans by architects is merely 
one of price. They fancy that it is for their advantage to 
use a kind of compulsion towards their customers to con- 
tinue their employment by retaining the plans, and on this 
account they may charge less for the actual drawing of the 
plans themselves, If they find the plans are to be given up, 
nothing will be simpler than to make a fresh adjustment of 
their charges, each part of their work having a proper price 
affixed to it, so that they will be quite content to let the 
plans go from them on being paid for their labour.

Tue Raruway Monorory.—A case as to the obligation 
on railway companies to give equal facilities to their cus- 
tomers has just been decided in the Court of Exchequer. | 
The plaintiff, Gidlow, sued the Lancashire and Yorkshire 
Railway Company for the amount of certain illegal charges 
made by them for the conveyance of coal from the plaintiff's 
works. His objections, which were ali held to be well 
founded, were that the company had no right to certain ter 
minal charges which they insisted on, that they had refused 
to convey any le-s quantity of coal than 15 waggons fall, 
although they made no such stipulation in dealing with other 
coalowners, and that the company had charged 6d per ton for 
the conveyance ef coal over 24 miles of their own a, 
although the whole journey, including conveyance on lines 
over wrich they had running powers was larger, and their 
maximam charge was 1d per ton per mile, All. these obje¢- 
tions have been given effect to, the latter having been pre 
viously decided. Baron Martin remarked that railway com 
panies, having acquired a monopoly of the traffic of ot 
country, must be held strictly bound by the restrictions © 
their Act, and there will be a general concurrence 10 
view.

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Towrne anv Satvace Services.—In the case of the 
J. C. Potter, which was a claim on behalf of a tug for salvage 
services to the ship, which, with her cargo, was worth 
20,000, the Court of Admiralty has reaffirmed that a tug 
under contract to tow may in some circumstances earn salvage 
reward. In his opinion the condition was that there must 
be among the supervening circumstances an element of serious 
danger to justify the abandonment of the contract, and to 
found a salvage service. These circumstances had occurred in

M. Michel Chevalier has set on foot a movement which is of 
great importance. In aseries of articles in a Bordeaux newspaper, | 
the Province, he has demonstrated that the immediate convocation 
of a National Assembly is indispensably necessary, in order to 
enable France herself to pronounce on the war, and to forma 
Government which shall establish order at home, and enter into 
regular diplomatic communications with foreign countries. These 
articles have been everywhere read with great interest, and every. 
where they are causing a demand for an Assembly. It is reall 
intolerable, and to foreigners incomprehensible, that the destinies 
of France in the midst of an appalling crisis should be in the 
hands of a few men, imposed on her by a Parisian mob, and gub- 
jected to no sort of control. What was the use of upsetting the 
‘+ personal power” of the Emperor to establish the personal 
of a few advocates? In an economic point of view, the calling of 
an Assembly is as necessary as in a political one ;—for though, no 
doubt, the loans the Government hus raised for itself, and autho- 
rised departments and municipalities to raise, will not be re 
disted, however much they may be criticised (and that they will 
be sharply criticised is certain), it is desirable that they should | 
receive legislative sanction. France, too, bas great need of foreign 
capital to assist her in repairing the immense material disasters 
she has sustained; but she will find difficulty in obtaining it 
without the authority of @Perliameat. 


From all the great commercial towns, Marseilles, Bordeaux, 
Rouen, Havre, Amiens, Lille, continue to arise complaints of the 
decrees of the Government on the payment of commercial bills, 
or to speak more correctly on the protests and legal proceedings 
to which they are to be liable when not duly paid. But all the 
complaints are not of the same kind. Some are that nothing 
whatever ought to have been done in the matter, but that things 
should have been left to take their usual course; others that 
when a delay was once fixed, it ought to have been rigorously 
adhered to ; others that instead of fixing successive prolongations, 
without reference to the duration of the war, a delay of one, 
three, or even six months after the war should have been 
granted; and others that the decrees ought at least to bave been 
drawn up in plain, intelligible, and unmistakeable language, instead 
of being, as they are, in terms so obscure and confused that they 
produce perplexity on many important points. 

The Chamber of Commerce of Amiens has, within the last few 
days, sent to the Government at Tours an address, expressing in 
rather energetic terms its opinion onthe subjeet. After affirming 
that the decrees are incoherent, vague, and contradictory in their

It the belief be well founded, the branch is making a 
profitable operation; but how it can get sovereigns at that price 
isa mystery. The same letter says that, owing to the demand at 
Bordeaux for gold, bankers and money changers find it profitable, 
in spite of the expense of commissions, freight, and assurances, to 
bring French zold pieces from London, where it is said there is a 


considerable quantity, carried there chiefly by people who fled 
from France. 


The Prussians in the departments they occupy are levying for 
their own purposes the taxes heretofore paid to the French 
Government. In that of the Marne, they have decreed that all 
indirect imposts shall be replaced bya direct one added to the 
existing direct taxes. This is a decided improvement. As, how- 
ever, the French are not sufliciently enlightened to know that 
direct taxation is less burdensome than indirect, they are not 
likely to appreciate the Prussian reform. The new tax, it is de- 
clared, is not to produce more than the amount previously paid. 
The stipulation seems fair, but in reality it is unjast, seeing that 
the war has greatly reduced the resources of the populations. The 
Prussians have decided that the new impost shall be paid in 
monthly instalments, as direct taxes always are in France, but 
that each commune shall furnish the whole sum due from it, the 
mayors getting the amount in dae proportion from each inhabitant 
—a service for which they are to be paid 3 per cent. 


The import, free of duty, into France of gunpowder and pro- 
jectiles has, by decree, been prolonged to the 31st December. 


Projects have been formed in different places for establishing 
either a great National Discount Bank on the plan of the 
Comptoir d’Escompte, or several local banks of the same kind ; hut 
with one exception they have thus far come to nothing. The 
exception is at Marseilles, where a Comptoir Communal 
d’Escompte has been started with a capital of 5,000,000f. It 
began operations on the 15th. The promoters of such banks say 
that they are absolutely necessary, for the reason that traders 
need greater discount accommodation than ever, and yet that they 
obtain less than they ever did, owing to bankers, from suspen- 
sion of the payments of bills, not having sufficient resources. 


The Chamber of Commerce of Bordeaux, which, as is known, 
has undertaken itself to give small notes (of 10!) in exchange for 
Bank of France notes, had up to the 15th issued an amount of 
335,000f. 

The Bank of Algeria has consented to advance 2,000,000f to the 
farmers of the province of Constantine, to enable them to make 
greater sowings of grain than usual, in the expectation that the 
coming year will be one of scarcity. It is much to be desired that 
agriculturalists in France could obtain advaoces for the same 
purpose, but there is no likelihood that they will. 

The Company of the Forges et Chantiers de la Mediterranée 
(ship and engine building) announces from 1s1 December the 
payment at Marscilles of 12f 50c as half-year’s interest on bonds. 

The Municipal Council of Havre has taken a decision, which 
contrasts very favourably with the general tendency of the French 
to throw financial burdens as much as possible on the future.

Guards, it 
has resolved that the amount shall be raised, not by loan, but by 
an addition to the municipal taxes. The same Council has granted 
25,000f to a company, which bas undertaken to build fifty houses 

for working men, subject to the condition that after the payment

owner of the building. This system of assisting well-conducted 
workmen was adopted some years back at Mulhouse, and 2as 
obtained marked success.

The Times’ correspondent at Philadelphia gives the follcwing summary 
of a report furnished to the Statistical Committee of the National 
Association of Cotton Manufacturers and Planters:—This report, pre- 
pared by Mr B. F. Nourse, of Boston, shows that in the year ending 
October 1 there was an increase in the consumption of cotton in the 
United States of 17,310 bales, or 8,066,460lbs. Tbe returns of cotton 
manufacturers, compiled mainly from reports made by manufacturers 
directly to the Association, show that in the year 1869-70 there were in 
operation 847 mills, running 7,114,000 spindles, and consuming 
881,564 bales of cotton, as compared with 844 mills, 6,763,587 spindles, 
and a consumption of 864,254 bales for the year 1868-69. Of the mills 
738, running 6,851,779 spindles, are in the Northern States, and 109, 
running 262,221 spindles, in the Southern States. The cotton con- 
| sumption during 1869-70 was divided—-748,153 bales in the Northern 
miljs, 69,067 bales in the Southern mills, 31,744 bales used in cotton 
miljs, but not for spinning, and 32,600 bales used in woollen mills, 
upholstery, and other industries outside of cotton mills. Massachusetts, 
as usual, stands at the head of American cotton-spinning industry, and 
has 128 mills, 32,149 looms, 304,813 spindles, and an annual consump- 
tion of about 115,000,000 lbs of cotton. The average size of yarns pro- 
duced in the Northern mills is No. 284, while the fair average product 
from all the mills upon that number of yarns is per spindle % skeins 
per working day of 11 hours. There are 300 working days in the year, 
leaving 65 days for Sundays and holidays. The product of the year's 
work, however, has been reduced both by the long strike at Fall River, 
Massachusetts, and by the loss of water power in many secticns, caused 
by drought; so that only 290 working days ought to be counted for the 
average of all the Northern mills. The product, making allowance for 
waste, is, therefore, stated at 8,444,817,690 skeins of 28} yarn. The 
last’ year, confirms the opinion held by the trade, that the average 
consumption per spindle in the Northern mills, 50-87 lbs, against 51°13 lbs 
fabrics produced this year were lighter than for the year ending August 
21, 1869, and much lighter than for the year preceding that one, when 
the consumption averaged 59°57 lbs per spindle, or 15 per cent. more 
, than for the year just closed. Low prices, active trade, good profite, 
| and the consequent full working oi mills—largely on heavy goods—in 
1867-68, explain the difference between the weekly consumption of that 
year, 17,000 bales, and the weekly consumption during 1869-70, less 
than 15,000 bales, all the conditions of manufacture being opposite. 
The report adds that the smaller production of the mills since the 
spring of 1869, especially of heavy goods, has not kept pace with the 
colsumption, and the surplus of manufactured article is very low, that 
of popular fabrics being quite exhausted. The cost of manufacturing in 
Au,erica has been largely enhanced by the Civil War, which, through 
its: waste ef material and heavy taxation, has forced the price of 
latvour and of mill suppliesgnd machinery upward. This enhanced cost 
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can only yield as its causes disappear; therefore in America cotton 
the aie of 18€0, if they should fall so low, will not cheapen ma 
factured good to their prices in 1860. The report estimates the 
production of the cotton crop of 1869-70 at about 3,200,000 bales, 
say that the average weight of the bales, as reported by the mills, wag 
465-72 lbs, thus varying slightly from the average weight of a bale re- 
ported last year, 465°34 Ibs. The average weight of the whole crop of 
1869-70 was about 5 Ibs to the bale less than that of 1868-69. The mill 
returns, however, show about the same average weight to the bale as 
last year, owing to the shrewdness of the American manufacturers in 
taking their cotton chiefly from the localities producing the heaviest 
bales.

In 1860, the Bank rate was reduced from 6 to 5 per cent., 
the high rate exacted having at length caused a superabun- 
dance of money. There was renewed activity, however, in the 
discount market, the attention of merchants being already 
— to the threatened secession of the American Southern 

tates. 

In 1867, the stagnation of money continued, and bankers 
found increasing difficulty in employing their balances. 

In 1868, the discounts of the Bank had slightly diminished, 
consequent on the previous advance of the rate; but the 
bullion had likewise diminished, indicating an unfavourable 
state of the exchanges. More foreign loans were expected, 
and increased activity in business with the close of the 
elections. 

In 1869, the Bank’s resources had increased, and there were 
indications of a superabundance of money. The accounts 
from the manufacturing districts continued satisfactory. 

The amount of the “other” deposits, as compared with 
the “other” securities, showed, in 1860, a deficiency of 
7,026,002/; in 1867, an excess of 2,604,856/; in 1868, an 
excess of 1,440,838/; and in 1869, an excess of 1,887,409/. 
In 1870, there is an excess of 2,666,827/. 

Discount anp Money Marxet.—There is no change to 
record in this department. The supply of money has con- 
tinued to accumulate during the week, and the suspense of 
transactions owing to the Russian difficulty prevents any 
(active demand. So great is the accumulation that, in any 
| other ci:cumstances, we should undoubtedly have had a 

reduction of the Bank rate. All the changes show 

the increased strength of the Bank. While the pri- 

vate securities have barely increased during the week, the 

circulation has diminished by haif-a-million, and the 
|| reserve’ of notes and coin has increased 630,000/, being now 
14,075,000/ against 25,000,000/ of liabilities, or about 11s 6d 
per £. Of course this state of the Bank account implies 
@ great accumulation in the hands of the joint stock banks 
and private bankers, and in ordinary circumstances we should 
have had a keen competition for the employment of the money, 
followed by a reduction of the rate. But in the present state 
;0f suspense such a reduction would be inexpedient, since any 
probable event by which the suspense would be terminated

Eneiish GovernaeMt Srocks.—lIn all the stoel mar- 
kets this week there have been violent fluctuations, traceable 
chiefly to the continued agitation of the Russian diffigulty 
The recent course of dealing—first, the speculation fo# the 
rise on the strength of the armistice reports, and then the |

quick rebound from the highest point reached, which was 
accelerated by the coincidence of the Russian difficulty,--has 
produced an irregular and sensitive condition of the narket, 
on which the slightest incidents have considerable influence. 
The general course of transactions this week has been that, | 
until the close of Tuesday, there was almost a | 
continuous rise from the low point touched last Thuysday | 
and Friday ; but on Wednesday there was a sharp reaction, | 
followed by another turn in the upward direction on Thurs- | 
day, which has not been sustained to-day, the maykets 
having been very flat with little business done, and clysing | 
in a state approaching panic. These various movenents 
have been accompanied by rumours of the most tnau- 
thenticated character. On Monday and Tuesday, besides 
the most cheerful anticipations of Prince Gortschakoff’s | 
reply, there were fresh reports of armistice negotiations ; and 
on Wednesday, when the sharp reaction from the rise of 
Tuesday took place, the statements as to the unfavourable | 
nature of the Russian reply were of the most gloomy ind, | 
while the failure of the supposed armistice negotiajions, 
which had formed the subject of the previous day’s reports, | 
was likewise announced. Changes like what have occurred | 
were, however, to be expected in the present state of suspense, 
of which full advantage has been taken by speculators. 
Large sales would appear to have been made on Wednesday 
just before the reaction set in, and advantage was taken of | 
the sudden fall to make large repurchases. To-day, the flat- | 
ness of the market has been chiefly caused by the absence of | 
authentic news as to the Russian reply, and the uncertiinty |! 
as to the issue of the Cabinet Council, which was assembled 
too late for any resolution come to to be made known. 

The dealings in English Government securities ‘have | 
followed the general fluctuations of the market. Cohsols, | 
which closed at 914 92 last Friday, rose } on Saturday; 4 on | 
Monday, and another + on Tuesday, when they closed at 92 
93—a rise of 1 altogether in three days. On Wednesday, how- | 
ever, after touching 933 they suddenly fell to 92$, though they 
subsequently recovered 4, and closed for the day at S2? {. 
Yesterday the high point of Wednesday morning was -again 
touched, but to-day, after some fluctuations, Consols closed at 
922 3, an improvement of 4 only since last Friday, snd a 
sharp fall from the prices of yesterday and Tuesday.

The sharp reaction of Wednesday produced a fall of % 
in Turkish, # in Egyptian, and } in Spanish, and similar falls 
in most other descriptions, quotations for a time being wide 
and the range of fluctuation from 1 to 2 percent. Yester- 
day the market was more favourably influenced, but the im- 
provement did not continue to-day, owing to the almost entire 
absence of business, though the final quotations still show an 
advance, in some cases a considerable advance, upon the 
closing prices of last week. The market, however, closed very 
fist, and the closing unofficial prices are a good deal below 
the latest officially recorded. 

The French loan has again been largely dealt in, and after 
reaching 1 dis to par on Tuesday, a rise of 2 from last Friday, 
still farther improved to } dis } prem on Thursday. 
To-day the official closing price is the same, but later there 
has been a return to Tuesday’s figure of 1 dis to par. The more 
hopeful prospects of the Government of the National Defence,

| made this loan in more request. Compared with other 

| French securities the investment is singularly tempting, 
and the quotation cannot but improve as the loan is gradually 
absorbed by permanent holders. There have been fresh 
reports this week of the resumption of negotiations for a new 
loan; but it may be doubted whether the appropriate time 
has come for such an experiment, till the Army of the Loire 
has fought at least one great battle, which if only equal could 
hardly fail to raise the siege of Paris,

It is to be feared, ho-ever, 
that the late rains will tend to increase the numbers of 
these destructive insect-, Dharwar also has been visited by 
| heavy rains; but no injury hes resulted to the plants. From 
Guzerat accounts continue most flourishing, and everything 
poiats to an excellent crop, both as regards quantity and quality. 
We have seen a small sample of the new Oomrawu‘tee, but it can 
hardly be taken as a criterion of the season’s out-turn. It is of 
| excellent colour and very silky, but rather defi.ient in staple, but 
this is accounted for by the pods having barely reached maturity 
at the time of picking.

The expected large arrival of grain-laden vessels will add to the 
already considerable stocks of foreign grain on hand; and » 
weather having proved mild, has had the usual effect, ® 
this period of the year, of checking demand. Millers have 
operated with extreme eaution, and the transactions have 
been restricted within very narrow limits. The 4 :

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quarter on both English and foreign produ 
there are some important considerations which have made factors 
unwilling to make concessions. Sooner or later a heavy demand 
must set in on French account ; while the close of the navigation 
in the Baltic and the Black Sea ports, and in the American canais 
is at hand, and these facts fully justify the firm position taken up 
by holders. But a war with Russia would completely revolu- 
tionise the trade, as our ms gr of imported produce would 
necessarily be much contracted. Flour advanced slightly at the 
opening of the week, but since then the trade has again become 
inanimate.
